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Dear Examiner Nguyen, 

I would like to discuss with you the current rejection of claim 20. Qaim 20 currently 
contains the limitation of "a surface of each color filter has a plurality of convex 
structures". From the dictionaries that I have seen, the definition of the word 
"convex" states that the structure has a surface or boundary that curves or bulges 
outward, such as the exterior of a sphere. Therefore, we believe that the current 
wording of claim 20 distinguishes from Wachi (US 6,819,375) since Wachi teaches in 
Figure 3 that the color filter 23 has rectangular or box shaped protruding sections, and 
these protruding sections are not smooth or curved like the convex structures shown 
in Figures 3 and 4 of the instant application. 

If you feel that claim 20 is still too broad, I'd like to discuss with you other limitations 
that could be added to the claim to distinguish from Wachi. For instance, below is a 
proposed amendment to claim 20 that uses the word "curved" to describe the convex 
structures. Other possible words that could be used instead of "curved" are smooth or 
spherical. 

Claim 20 (currently amended): A liquid crystal display comprising: 
a lower substrate; 

an upper substrate positioned parallel with the lower substrate; and 

a plurality of pixel units, each of the pixel units including an upper transparent 

electrode, a liquid crystal layer, a lower transparent electrode, and a color filter 

formed on the upper substrate and above the lower substrate; 

wherein a surface of each color filter has a plurality of curved convex structures, 

and the upper transparent electrode directly contacts and covers the curved convex 

structures on the surface of each of the color filters. 

Please let me know your opinion on these matters. If you would like to discuss these 
issues through a telephone interview, please let me know what day is good for you.
